It grows more evident that, whilst the 
economic future of Ireland is primarily a 
question of the future of Irish agriculture, 
one can searcely hope to maintain an in- 
creasing population in the Irish Free State, 
living such a life as modern people look for 
at home or, go abroad in search of, on 
farming alone. It seems fairly clear. for in- 
stance, that, failing the discovery of the 
various authorities who are investigating the 
subject of some new panacea, we cannot, 
during the course of the next two or three 
years, so intensify the industry, increase the 
output, level up the quality, grade and 
standardise our export, and express the results 
in an upward price curve, as to convince the 
farmer that his industry is saved from 
disaster. We may do all these things in time, 
given the right direction and with the 
fostering care of -an active and intelligent 
Ministry of Agriculture to encourage us, but 
no one can suppose that the problem, urgent 
though it is, can be solved at the first guess, 
or even that the first solution, if correct, can 
be applied in practice instantaneously. 
Agriculture and industry must, in fact, both 
be studiea. and from that po.nt of view 
experiment, so long as it 1s moderate in scope, 
cautious in method, intelligent in design, 
and, above all things, not irrevocable in 
practice, will be welcomed by those who 
realise what is called the principle of trial 
and error. We think one experiment, perhaps 
on a small scale, and rather as an investi- 
gation fhan an adventure, which might be 
made, and made soon, is to examine into the 
practical bearing, both on agriculture and in- 
dustry of the manutacture.of power alcohol 
from home-grown material—potatoes or sugar 
beet, or both. 


Some Possibilities. 
The subject 1s one of extreme complexity, 


} and we do not propose to dogmatise upon 


results, or to do more than indicate possi- 
bilities, which it would be the object of the 
experiment to develop into probabilities and 
ultimately into certainties, or, conversely, to 
dispel. Hither to explode the theory that we 
can manufacture and utilise power alcohol 
from lIrish-grown tubers, proutably to the 
farmer and lucratively to the nation— 
especially to our unemployed—or to exploit 
that theory, as proved and sound practice, is, 
we think, worth an experiment. The case 
for such an experiment was well and 
interestingly put in an 80-90 page pamphlet, 
by Mr. R. N. Tweedy, in 1917, and pub- 
lished by the Co-operative Reference Library, 
but a great deal has happened since then. 
An Inter-Departmental Committee on Alcohol 
Motor Fuel reported in June, 1919, in favour 
of taking steps to ensure an increased pro- 
duction of power-alcohol (including alcohol 
for traction purposes), but expressed the view 
that the vegetable sources ot raw material 
(to be obtained mainly in tropical and sub- 
tropical countries) were the best. The Power 
Committee of the Commission of Inquiry 
into the Resources and Industries of Ireland 
reported in September,| 1921, in favour of a 
capital . outlay, estimat at £100,000, for 
setting up a aie on co-operative 
lines, to which 1 or 150 farmers 
would -supply artichokes, potatoes or 
mangolds under a binding agreement, 
and so produce ‘a minimum quota 
throughout the year at a guaranteed price. 
In 1922 the Minister for Agriculture suggested 
in the Dail that the Commission on Agricul- 
ture would consider the question of alcohol in 
relation to agriculture and would refer back 
to the report of the Commission of Ingairy 
into the resources and industries of Ireland. 
Ihe result of this aspect of the later Com 
mission’s labours is, of course, still un- 
known and is awaited with interest, 
“ 


Power from Aleohol. 


Let us, while awaiting this deliverance, 
consider the subject, firstly, from a national, 
and, secondly, from an agricultural, point of 
view, admitting that on a matter so complex 
we cannot, as yet, write with any finality. 
When Mr. Tweedy wrote upon the possibility 
that what Germany had done in increasing 
the quanity of denatured alcohol (i.e., alcohol 
rendered unsuitable for internal use and 
adapted for industrial purposes), and _ in- 
cidentally increasing vastly the area under 
potatoes, could with advantage be copied in 
the British Isles, he was, presumably, think- 
ing of the countries composing it as an. 
economic unit. Circumstances have changed, 
and the difficulty, which may then have 
seemed insuperable, of converting a British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to the view t 
the repeal‘or modification, under certai: 1 
ditions, of a spirit tax might prove to be in 
the national interest, no longer applies with 
its old force. Indeed, in so far as the Free 
State can now devise its own fiscal. policies, 
it does not apply at all here. Nor, we think, 
does it now need to be argued that there is a 
case for inquiry. We have gone beyond the 
stage of abstract inquiry, and the case now 
to be made—indeed, the Commission on Agri- 
culture may take the view that it is made— 
is for experiment. Now, we have to remem- 
ber the view of the Inter-Departmental Com- 
mittee on Alcohol Motor Fuel, that it is in 
tropical and sub-tropical countries, not at 
home, that the best raw material should be 
sought. Moregver, even if home-grown 
sources be chosen, for economic reasons, we 
may be met with the objection that the quan- 
tity of alcohol per ton of raw material is, 
roughly, three times to four times higher in 
barley, rye or oats than in potatoes, arti- 
chokes or sugar beet. 

As, however, we are unlikely to turn to the 
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growing of cereals rather for the feed of 
engines than for the feeding of ourselves—for 
which latter purpose we are only disposed to 
raise a very limited supply—we may decide 
to think of fuel or power alcohol rather in 
terms of potatoes or sugar beet than in terms 
even of barley, though the last remains a pos- 
sibility. But in answering the objection 
about tropical supplies we come down to bed- 
rock theory. Can we reasonably decide that 
it is in the national interest to rely on im- 
ported raw material (perhaps, indeed, an im- 
ported product’), with unused 
ying around us in the land? With potatoes 
often an unlucrative crop, with sugar beet 
combining in itself double possibilities, as 
Sugar and as alcohol, with manurial values 
attaching to the residues of each, with an un- 
employment problem and an agticultural 
problem, is it not worth while, as a national 
proposition, experimenting and, as an essen- 
tial condition of the experiment, modifying 
or abolishing such restrictions as at present 
exist? There is a very heavy duty and 
the restrictions we refer to are held to 
be necessary to ensuring its payment. 
Thus, fermentation and distillation are 
not allowed to be carried out 
simultaneously, as would be necessary in the 
experiment suggested, and there are other 
legislative barriers. Before the Treaty, how- 
ever, the British Government had moved some 
distance towards a loosening of bonds. The 
problem is whether, with a new potential in- 
dustry in sight, a fresh incentive to tillage, 
and the advantages of a home-produced fuel, 
the Government of the Free State would be 
well advised to move further. 


The Farmer's Position. 


The answer lies largely with the farmer. 
He is quite ready to find new openings for 
labour. That he will increase his acreage in 
potatoes and will cultivate sugar beets, either 
for sugar or alcohol, cannot be doubted, pro- 
vided only, and always, that it will pay him. 
Is it possible to say, without experiment, 
that it will? That is at least doubtful. It is 
not doubtful, on the other hand, that the 
farmer will not guarantee (and still less will 
he produce) the necessary crop or the acreage 
for it unless he is guaranteed a paying price. 
He has to be convinced—but we think this 
is easy—that he is not incidentally damag- 
ing his prospects in the raising of other 
crops. Even then, he does not take very 
kindly to binding rules. The experience in 
the creamery fndhadeery proves, indeed, that 
he will honour his bond if the conditions at- 
tendant on his work bring him reasonable 
remuneration. If they do not, he cannot con- 
tinue to produce milk or crops at a loss, and 
no one will expect him to do so. It is for 
the State, therefore, when its expert advisers 
have furnished their investigations, to see how 
far they can go, to meet him. They cannot, 
we think, finally decide this upon theoretical 
grounds alone. One well-considcred experi- 
ment on one _ well-chosen site wil] give 
data; else, we fear, imperfectly procurable— 
imperfectly, or not at all. There is much at 
stake. If agriculture and industry can go 
hand-in-hand here, if it is proven that farm- 
ing can be improved and the results are 
lucrative, not on one crop, but on a rotation 
where, say, beets are raised for sugar and 
alcohol, the experiment—or, perhaps, a 
double experiment, having both objects in 
view—will be justified. We will have de- 
veloped at least one industry subsidiary to 
agriculture in which the townsman will be 
interested. If power, industry and agricul- 
ture play into each other's hands excellent 
results will ensue. If not, we shall have paid 
for our: knowledge, and so long as the price is 
reasonable we must not grudge it. If the 
Austrians are ‘‘ toe poor not to spend money 
on education,” we Irish are too poor not to 


spend it, in reason, on experiment. 
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possibilities .

AN ATTRACTIVE PROGRAMME. 


Preparations for the holding of the Royal 
Dublin Séciety’s Show at Ballsbridge next 
week are now well forward. During the 
winter months, the jumping enclosure has 
been improved to accomodate many thousand 
additional spectators, and throughout the 
premises innovations have been made which 
must conduce to the comfort of visitors, and 
redound to the credit of the Society. 

In the various competitive sections tlie 
entries total 1,297, as compared with 926 last 
year. This will include a display oí poultry 
and eggs, for which no classes were ISE 
a year ago. In addition there will be a re- 
cord display of agricultural implements and 
máchinery in motion, In this connection 
there are several] special entries of new im- 
plements for the prizes offered by the Society. 
A comprehensive educational exhibit, covering 
every branch of its work will be made by the 
Department of Agriculture. The dairy 
section has attracted an entry of 250 exhibits, 
and the judges will start their work on the 
day prior to the Show, so as to have their 
awards completed early on the opening day 

Lectures and demonstrations by the judges 
of each section on Wednesday afternoon, 
which were introducted last year, will again 
be included in the programme, but a special 
ring, with wees accommodation for 500 has 
been arranged adjoining the Dairy Pavilion, 
where the champion animals of each breed 
will be shown and commented on by the 
judges. All interested will thus be given 
an opportunity of hearing what is said. 
Arrangements have also been made for a 
lecture on the same day by Professor John 
McFadyean, Principal of the Royal Veterinary 
College, London, on the dreaded animal 
disease, ‘‘ Epizootic Abortion.” This will 
take place at 4.30 p.m., and admission will be 
free. i I 

Jumping competitions will again be 
attractive features on Thursday, Friday, and 
Saturday afternoons, and the general enclosure 
will be free to visitors. 

Special excursion arrangements have been 
made by the various railway companies, cheap 
travelling facilities for students being pro- 
vided for under the auspices of the different 
County Committees of Agriculture. 

During the Show no fewer than fifteen 
meetings, will be held at Ballsbridge, of 
societies interested in the breeding of pure- 
bred cattle, sheep, pigs, and poultry. Every 
interest connected with the progress of agri- 
culture is therefore certain to be represented 
at the Show.

These quotations range practically from 25 
to 60 per cent. higher than in the spring of 
1923; and indicate that at the forthcoming 
wool fairs prices should rule substantially 
higher than last year. 

The increase, following the remarkable 
slump that occurred in 1921, when wool prices 
actually fell below the pre-war level, may 
safely bo regarded as an aftermath of :ha war. 
Many commodities have recently shown some 
tendency towards stabilisation of values, but 
there have been special circumstances affect- 
ing the wool trade which have prolonged its 
unsteadiness, Wool is a very bulky commo- 
dity in proportion to its value, so bulky that 
shipping space was far too valuable during 
the war to allow of its being brought gver 
from such a distant source as the southern 
hemisphere—whence practically all imports 
are derived. During the war, consequently. 
large quantities of wool remained stored 
abroad, more particularly in Australasia. 
After the war these stocks were brought over 
as quickly as possible to Europe; but so 
great was the demand to replace the wastage 
of clothes that Eo for long continued to 
rise, attaining ir climax in 1920, when 
they were some 250 per cent. above the 
average of 1911-13, pon the cessation of 
this abnormal demand, however, before the

Anyone considering the question of the 
roduce needs 
some criterion from which judge the 
success pr failure of the existing systems, and 
in the course of a lecture before the Farmers’ 
Club on Monday, Mr. 8, R. Whitley said he 
knew of no more illuminating and eye-opening 
statement on this subject then Sir Thomas 
Midleton’s comparison of British and German 
agriculture. 
His exhaustive and far-reaching report was 
summed up as follows on each 100 aores of 
cultivated land :— 


The British Farmer (in epite of a slight 


Balance in Natural Advantages), 


. Feeds 45 to 50 persons. 
. Grows TS tons of corn. 
. Grows 11 tons of potatoes. 
. Produces 4 tons of meat. 
. Produces 17} tons of milk.

The German Farmer.

Such a statement made by a responsible 
official after full and careful investigation, 
must cause deep concern wes al} thinking 
eople in this country, and if it be anything 
he correct, then it behoves us all to seek in 
every possible direction for amelioration It is 
not enough to sit down and pride ourselves on 
the wonderful stock we have produced in the 
past, and even if we are inclined to do this 
and so take some comfort to ourselves, let us 
remember that it will be well to compare the 
average milk and butter qields of our dairy 
breeds with those of the dairy breeds of other 
countries, most of which began their improve- 
ment at considerably later dates than we did. 
We must also remember that Germany. is 
probably not at the top.in these matters. If 
a like comparison were made with Denmark, 
we should stand in an even worse light. 

Even ii a fair share of blame is attached to 
each of these and other causes, we must admit 
that some blame must be reserved f-r our 
system, or want of system, in marketing in so 
far as, through lack of organisation, it tends 
to sap much of»the energy and skill of the 
producer, which might be devoted to increased 
production. 


Time Spent at Market. 


It is often said that the British farmer 
spends too much time at market. Mr, Whitley 
said he would not emphasise that, but he 
knew from personal experience that one was 
often tempted to buy at market by the last 
word of an agent, when one could have done 
better by a letter er two and by making more 
use of the telephone—the same was sometimes 
true of selling also. 

Time spent at market must be at the ex- 
pense of time and energy which might be 
devoted to the land and its improvement. Any 
system tending to lessen the necessity of at- 
tendance at various markets should also tend 
towards increased production from the land, if 
there is any truth in the good old saying that 
“the farmer's footstep is the best manure.’’ A 
recent visit to Denmark certainly confirmed 
what has often been said, viz., that the 
Danish system of organisation does lessen the 
farmer’s need of attending markets, and so 
leaves him freer to develop his holding. 

Of course, it would be unfair.to lay the 
whole blame for this unsatisfaetory state of 
things on our system, or want of system, of 
marketing farm produce. 

Other, causes at once spring to.one’s mind; 
some will blame our fiscal policy; others the 
fact that we indulge in the luxury of costly 
and wasteful hedges and ditches; others will 
lay some blame on education in rural districts. 


Farm Produce on Four Legs. 


Having expressed the view that a closer 
linking up between producer and consumer 
was necessary, the lecturer said—Undoubtedly 
farm produce must in the future reach market 
on fou? legs more and more. Milk and meat 
production is taking the place of unprofitable 
corn, thus carrying the production stage on 
the farm one step further. This should be 
all to the good, tending as it does towards 
increased fertility of the soil. Already co- 
operative bacon factories are springing up in 
several directions. If wisely conceived and 
planned, they should greatly help in the diffi- 
cult problem of keeping the land in cultiva- 
tion and finding a reasonable living for all 
engaged on the land. These centres of co- 
operative .effort must tend towards further 
developments. Bacon factories are already 
leading on towards business-like movements 
for marketing other goods, a very natural 
development as soon as a co-operative bacon 
factory has cut its wisdom teeth.

Clause 1 of the Bill Mh gcat that 
a tenant shall not be compe to quit his 
holding, Clause 2 provides that the tenant is 
to be entitled to sell his interest, notwith- 
standing any agreement with his landlord to 
Consequently, if A lets his 
house to B, whether by the week, the month 
or for a year, B can sell his interest in the 
holding. — As ession is, at the present 
time, the one thing that everyone is trying to 
obtain, it follows that a tenant's interest, if 


| put up for sale, will attract scores of would-be 


purchasers, who will naturally bid against 
one another for the benefit of obtaining pos- 
session. Consequently, a tenant, who for any. 
reason wishes to leave a house, may look for- 
ward to — a handsome sum in his 
pocket, although he may not have spent a 
gi! piece on the house, and however short 
is tenancy may have been. The landlord, no 
doubt, will have the first right to buy back 
the tenant’s interest, but only in certain 
cases.” Suppose, however, that the landlord 
wishes to exercise this right, and is unable to 
agree with his tenant in matter, what 
price will the landlord have to pay? It seems 
almost incredible, but the Court is to fix it at 
“not less than ten nor more than fifteen 
years’ purchase of the rent then lawfully pay- 
able by the tenant in. respect of the 
remises.'’ Within those limits, apparently, 
he Court may have regard to circum- 
stances of the tenancy. us in the case of a 
house let at, say, £60 a year, if the tenant 
wishes to leave, he may ask anything from 
£600 to £900 from his landlord if the latter 
desires to obtain possession of his own 
er. What, one may ask, is left, to the 
andlord’ Moreover, the Act makes no dis- 
tinction between furnished and unfurnished 
houses, though in the case of the former the 
rent, and therefore the price payable by the 
landlord, would be very much higher. Take 
the case of a well-appointed furnished house 
in a good residential locality of Dublin, let at, 
say, £200 a year. If the owner at the end of 
the tenancy wished to recover possession, he 
might have to pay anything from £2,000 to 
£3,000 for the privilege—an easy way of 
making money; certainly! Surely it is not 
seriously intended that a man can put. 
hundreds of pounds into his pocket—hard 
cash—simply because he has occupied another 
man’s house by the week or the month or the 
year! ‘ 

Who in his sober senses would think of 
building houses in a country where such 
legislation is passed? 
rock fact in the present situation is the acute 
shortage of houses—there is not nearly enough 
houses to go round. Houses, houses, still 
more houses is the cry, if the population is to 
enjoy the ordinary amenities of life; but 
there is not the slightest doubt that, if this 
Bill becomes law, the building of all houses 
will be completely stopped, and without any 

rospect of its re-starting. On the other 

and, the Government is making strong efforts 

to try to induce people to build, and with 
this end in view has Fast ssed the Housing 
(Building Facilities) Act, 1924, offering money 
subsidies, remission of rates, etc., and other 
inducements, If this Bill were passed, all 
such efforts would soon be nullified, leaving 
the house shortage more acute than ever. 

Another clause in the Bill deals with “fair 
rents,’’ and the Bill proposes to set up a 
special»Court, consisting of a Judicial) Com- 
missioner and three Assistant Commissioners— 
in addition, of course, to all the new Judges 
to be appointed under the Courts of Justice 
Act. President Cosgrave during the passing 
of that Act spent much time in explaining 
that the new Judiciary under it would not 
cost the country. as much as the old, but one 
wonders how this new proposal would work 
in with his calculations, Moreover, the 
Government at present is endeavouring to 
economise in every possible way, reducing 
teachers’ salaries, old age pensions, etc. ; vet 
it is to be asked to provide for the salariog of 
a Judicial Commissioner (who is to rank as a 
High Court Judge) and three Assistant Com- 
missioners, and the necessary staff of officials 
that such a Court would entail. So far, how- 
ever, as the fixing of “‘ fair renta” goes, the 
appointment of such a Court would appear to 
be superfluous at the present time, as the 
County Courts have full power to deal with 
the fixing of rents under the Rent Restriction 
Act which was passed by the Oireachtas last 
summer. Under that Act tenants (or land- 
lords) can apply to have their rents reduced 
(or increased), as the case may be. The 
“fixity of tenure” part of the Bill would 
also appear to be superfluous at the present 
time, as under the Rent Restriction Act a 
landlord is prevented from recovering pos- 
session of his house if the tenant in possession 
wishes to remain and complies with the con- 
ditions of his tenancy. 

The Rent Restrictions Acts have already 
had a very bad effect on house-building. 
This was recognised by the Legislature so far 
back as 1919, and by the Act of that year 
all houses built after the 2nd April, 1919, 
were exempt from the operation of the Acts. 
This exemption has been continued and is stil! 
in force; but, if this Town Tenants Bill were 
paced even this slight inducement to house- 
yuilding would be rendered valueless. Apart 
even from any special hardship as between 
landlord and tenant, the Bill would have a 
disastrous effect on the credit of the country 
as a whole, as at the present time the Free 
State is struggling to find its feet financially, 
and such a measure would tend to drive any 
available capital out of the country. 
Certainly, it would not be invested in house- 
building—one of the mest essential things at

The Boundary Issue. 


The real “ boundary question’’ continues 
to be evaded by the protagonists on both 
sides. It is not the question- of constitu- 
tional rights and wrongs, Lut the qnestion 
of Ireland’s fate if the Boundary Com- 
nission is established. That the Com- 
riission will be established, unless the 
two Irish Governments attempt quickly to 
find analternative solution, is now certain. 
The British Government is taking steps to 
appoint “a qualified person” as chair- 
man. In the Northern Parliament yester- 
day Sir James Craig made the expected 
statement that his Government had 
refused to appoint a member of the 
Commission. We need not doubt that 
this difficulty will be surmounted and that 
the Commission, however constituted, will 
do its work and wil] produce its findings. 
That moment will bring disaster to the 
whole of Ireland. The Free State Govern- 
ment, as Mr. Kevin O’Higgins declared 
last night, at Howth, will refuse merely 
“minor rectifications ’’ ; and the Northern 
Aovernment will reject modification of any 
other sort. The stage will be set in such 
a fashion that nuvi even an archangel— 
much less some bewildered Englishman, 
Canadian or Australian—could hope to be 
able to contrive a new border that both 
parties would accept. The publication of 
the Commission’s findings will be the 
signal for the end of peace and progress 
in both Irish States. A cloud of angers 
and hatreds will swoop down, like Virgil’s 
harpies, upon the land. Armed forces 
will be hurried to both sides of the border. 
Both Parliaments will be diverted from 
the normal duties of legislation. Any 
incident may drag the British Army once 
more into the vortex of Irish affairs. 


We submit that both Irish Govern- 
ments owe to their citizeng, and to Ireland 
the duty of a supreme effort to avert a 
crisis in which there will be profit for 
nobody and grievous loss for all. Some 
sacrifice is required from either side. The 
Free State Government must.consent to 
postpone a final settlement of the 
boundary question, in spite of the 
pressure that its more exigent followers 
are putting upon it. The Northern 
Government, too, must take courage to 
defy its own extremists and must abandon 
its attitude of sheer refusal to “ budge an 
inch.”’ Sir James Craig, indeed, has 
tendered an overture with one hand, but 
he has snatched it back with the other. 
He has proposed, as a substitute for th> 
Boundary Commission, a revival of his 
pact with the late General Collins whereby 
representatives of both Irish Governments 
would meet to settle the boundary ques- 
tion. The Free State Government rightly 
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disagreement, as Mr. O'Higgins said last 
night, it provides no court of appeal. It 
would be idle to expect that Article XII. 


‘of the Treaty could be spirited out of 


existence in this way. If, however, Sir 
James Craig should renew his offer, 
without prejudice to that Article, we do 
not think that the Free State Government 
would reject it. Mr. O’Higgins’s speech is 


suggestive in its silence on this point. By 


such an arrangement neither Government 
would lose anything; for, if the inter- 
State conference should fail, both would 
stand exactly where they stand to-day. 
On the other hand, both would gain two 
priceless things—a postponement of the 
Boundary’ Commission and, at least, the 
possibility of agreement.

Fermanagh. The immense value of imme- 
diate conference between the two Govern- 
ments would consist in its almost assured 
mitigation of the urgency of the boundary 
question. What could not one or two men 
of good-will from either State accomplish 
at such a conference? They could devise 
measures of immediate co-operation in 
national affairs which, by their promise 
of unity, however remote, would appease 
the starved hopes of Southern patriotism. 
They could achieve a better understanding 
between the majority and the minority. in 
Northern Ireland which probably would 
dissolve the Nationalist boycott of the 
Northern Parliament. They could estab- 
lish new economic relations and diminish 
the inconveniences of the Customs 
barrier. In this way the present apparent 
urgency of the boundary question would 
disappear, and Article XII. would lose 
most of its terrors. Both States, partners 
in the task of national reconstruction, 
would be too busy to think about it. We 
commend this course earnestly to Sir 
James Craig and to President Cosgrave as 
the duty of patriots and the alternative to 
disaster. If it is thought to be impossible, 
Irish statesmanship is bankrupt and our 
country is drifting to the doom that she 


deserves. 
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Free State Taxes. 


The grant of political freedom to Ireland 
has had at least one good result. It has 
dissipated for ever some of the most foolish 
illusions of our politicians of the past. 
Our people are beginning to realise certain 
unpleasant facts. In Dail Eireann yes- 
terday Mr. Ernest Blythe made a speech 
which would have been denounced ten or 
fifteen years ago as the biassed utterance 
of a “Castle hack.” He was answering 
those of his critics who upbraided him 
because he did not reduce taxation in 
this country to the level of taxation in 
Grea‘ Britain and Northern Ireland ; and he 
told them quite plainly that they need not 
expect that the Free State could be taxed 
so leniently as her rich neighbour, simply 
because the yield of taxes per capita here 
is considerably less than it is across the 
Channel and the border. The Briton and 
the citizen f Northern Ireland pay sub- 


stantially lower taxes than the citizen of 


the Free State. They have lower income 
tax and lower duties on beer; tea, sugar, 
cocoa and coffee. Yet the British tax yield 
per head of the population is £15 11s., 
whereas the corresponding figure for the 
Free State is only £6 15s. A four and 
sixpenny income tax in Great Britain und 
Northern Ireland produces £6 1s. per 
head; here a five shilling’ income tax 
produces only £1 7s. 6d. Other taxes 
tell a similar tale, and, in order to give 
the same comparative yield in this 
country, taxation would need almost to 
be trebled all round. Furthermore, ex- 
penditure on the other side of the Channel 
costs the individual less than it costs him 
in the Free State. The Free State Army 
mulcts every man, woman and child in 
the twenty-six counties in £1 6s. a year. 
The whole Imperial Navy, Army and Air 
Force costs th: British citizen the com- 
paratively small amount of £2 14s. In 
the circumstances. it would be unreason- 
able to expect a Free State Minister for 
Finance to attempt to frame his Budget 
on the British model. We must pay for 
our freedom, and there is no prospect that 
for many a long year to come the Free 
State taxes will fall to the British level. 
All our standards need to be changed. 
Hitherto we have been accustomed to 
think of everything in terms of the British 
Treasury. We always knew that there 
was plenty of money there and that, when 
our quota was spent, more would be forth- 
coming. Those days are gone for ever, 
and now we must stand on our own feet. 
Rigid economy in every department of 
public life is our only hope. We cannot 
agree with Major Bryan Cooper that Mr. 
Blythe ought not to be afraid to borrow. 
It is true that at the mo .ent our National 
Debt is very small, but has Major Cooper 
forgotten that under the Treaty we are 
bound to assume our proper share of the 
huge British war debt? When that matter 
has been settled borrowing may become 
a feasible project, but at present it would 
be very bad finance. 


The Unskilled. 


Those who have occasion just now to 
seek workmen for such employment as the 
painting and decorating of their houses 
are apt to be puzzled by the report that 
unemployment is rife; for sometimes 
they find difficulty in getting the 
work done. An unconscionable time 
passes before workmen appear, and often 
they are called away with their work 
but half completed. Contractors declare 
that they cannot undertake to complete a 
job by any set date. Daily they have to 
turn away work, and their explanation is 
that they cannot find workers. This goes 
on at a time when many thousands of 
idle men are drawing the unemployment 
“dole” in Dublin alone. The discrepancy 
between the shocking figures for unem- 
ployment and the scarcity of labour, when 
it is sought, lies in the fact that the 
unemployment figures apply almost ex- 
clusively to unskilled workers. No skilled 
man, it seems, n ed lack work, but the 
community must support an army of the 
unskilled. Like men starving in the 
midst of plenty, the idle ones go miserably 
past the doors of employers who are re- 
fusing contracts for want of workers. This, 
surely, is an absurd state of affairs, It 
is preposterous that we cannot have some 
simple piece of painting completed because 
none but skilled and qualified craftsmen 
is allowed to do even unskilled work. 
Today citizens unskilled in the use of 
brush and saw are doing for themselves 
work they would gladly pay the not more 
unskilled unemployed to do for them. We 
are impelled to ask whether anything is 
being done to make skilled men of the 
unskilled, or. whether the generation of 
unskilled men who rose during the war 
years are to remain a permanent burden 
on the community and a misery to them- 
selves. Rules against dilution of labour 
ma, be quite proper in normale times; 
bu’ are the young men who were soldiering 
when normally they should have been 
serving their apprenticeships to be ruled 
out for ever—and that by their fellow- 
workers—-from attaining the status of the 
skilled ? wg 
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The Voyage of Hermes.

For a little nation, then 
the heart of the world’s culture, Praxiteles 
laboured; a religious devotion to beauty 
informed his work. To-day a world that 
was unknown ine his days a*mires his 
relics, Our lands were dark wilds, Paris 
and London were but kraals, and the very 
discovery of the American Continent was 
buried centuries deep in time to be, when 
that statue was wrought, and it has out- 
lived empires. To-day it goes forth across 
the great Atlantic to the lands of which 
its creator never even dreamt; for 
America, thirsting for the beauty of the 
Old World, has been granted by the Greek 
Government the loan of Greece’s treasure. 
The United States dealt generously with 
Greece in her late affliction, pouring out 
Western wealth to relieve the refugees 
from Turkey. Greece poor in gold, but 
rich in art, signifies her gratitude with 
a gesture that shows that the classic spirit 
lives in the resurrected Hellas. She sends 
her Hermes voyaging to the New World, 
where eager students will feast their eyes 
on an authentic fragment of the Golden 
Age of the Old.

SIGNOR SIMONETTI’S PLAYING. 


Signor Simonetti was probably wise to take 
the best means, in giving a recital, of in- 
dicating to the lie that -he is settled here 
in Dublin again, and anxious to be as active 
as possible in the city’s musical life. He had 
to introduce himself to new folk, as well as to 
annouuce his return to those who remembered 
his former accomplishment.

Signor Simonetti was for many years 
Professor of the Violin at the Royal Irish 
Academy of Music, and his part in the teach- 
ing and in the direction of studies helped 
greatly to advance the reputation of the 
Academy, With Dr. Esposito and Mr. 
Twelvetrees also there, the Academy at that 
time was unusually well equipped for the 
education of chamber musicians. As a solo 
“egret Signor Simonetti was handicapped 

y & nervousness which was as patent to 
audiences as it must have been distressing to 
himself. When absorbed in his work, how- 
ever, as in chamber music performance, or 
when leading the orchestra of the Dublin 
Orchestral Society, or, again, when playing 
before a friendly gathering in congenial cir- 
cumstances, he proved himself to be an ex- 
ceptionally sound and distinguished executant. 
His most signal appearance in public was on 
the occasion when 
the Beethoven Violin Concerto with the 
Dublin Orchestral Society. That occasion ‘has 
remained clear in the recollection of many 
musicians, who were impressed by the per- 
formance, and it deepened regrets that his 
temperament stood in the way of more 
frequent. public appearances as a soloist. 


At the oI Theatre yesterday Signor 
Simonetti played again the Beethoven Con- 
certo. He has studied the work so care- 
fully that the performance may have been 
useful hearing for many of his audience. 
That the orchestral support was so heavil 
missed-was not the fault of Mr. T. 4 
Weaving, who, being a very thorough 
musician as well as a skilled pianist, would 
have given, satisfaction if anybody could, and 
did, as a matter of fact, give many subtle in- 
dications of the spirit and details of the 
score. That apart, the Concerto, with its very 
severe writing for the soloist, was good 
testing-ground on which Signor Simonetti 
could, and did, prove his unimpaired brilli- 
ance as executant and interpreter. 


The Esposito Sonata No. 3, in A, in which 
Signor Simonetti had the co-operation of the 
composer, was happier material. Its abund- 
ance of graceful themes was spread forth 
very charmingly, and the Signor’s rich 
cantibile tone was often employed with great 
effect. Some lighter pieces were also in- 
cluded in the violinist’s programme

Signor Simonetti has had a great deal of 
experience of public performance since his 
former residence in Dublin, and has lost 
much of his nervousness. He may be sure of 
his welcome as a performer; while as teacher 
ther can be no question of the soundness of 
his method.

DUBLIN AMATEURS’ SUCCESS. 


“Trial by Jury” and ‘The Pirates of 
Penzance” were revived at the Gaiety 
Theatre last night. The | gig were 
gs by the Rathmines and Rathgar Musical 

oclety, in continuation of the series of 
Gilbert and Sullivan revivals to which the 
Society has applied itself in recent years. 

Like “'Iolanthe,” which was performed on 
Monday night, “ Trial by Jury ” and “ The 
Pirates of Pensance ” have been performed 
at one of the Society’s former seasons, and 
some of the principals came to the work on 
this occasion as old hands. ‘Trial by Jury” 
served to give certain less experienced mem- 
bers of the Society an opening. It went well, 
and although many of those who were watch- 
ing and listening must have known the piece 
as well as their ten-times table, they could 
hardly have found it ever seeming to have 
greater freshness or fun. Mr. P. -A. Delany 
was a light-hearted judge, Miss Renée Flynn 
a charming plaintiff, and other parts were 
well done by Messrs. A. E. Glynn, W. 
Comerford, M. McCabe, J. Bouch, and J. 
Woodfin. The choral work was excellent. 

As regards the performance of “The 
Pirates of Penzance,’”’ one would like to 
deliver in one breath simultaneous praise of 
every o..e of the principals, the chorus, the 
stage manager eS producer, and the musical 
director. With the productions of the Rath- 
mines Society, it does not meet the case to 
apportion to individuals their separate dues. 
All the principals please by their acting and 
singing: they do not always make the 
characters precisely as Jollowers of the old 
D’Oyly Carte Companies remember them, but 
are not necessarily the worse for that. The 
principals, however—though their names are 
prominent, and a weakness among them 
would be especially open to remark—cannot 
claim to absorb even the greater part of the 
credit for productions so complete and satis- 
fying in every respect. 

One would be inclined to say that the 
chorus had the honours in “ The Pirates of 
Penzance ’’—and there is so much in this 
particular opera in which the chorus can 
shine—but the statement would be jostled 
immediately by the claims of Miss May 
Doyle’s delightiul singing in one of Sullivan’s 
most singable parts, of Miss Mabel Horne’s 
character-acting in the part of Ruth, of the 
coy charm of Miss Florence Evans, Miss 
Dorothy Kerr,“-and Miss Ria Mooney as 
daughters of the Major-General; of Mr. 
Montgomery’s ‘‘ presence ” and ease in the 
Pirate King’s part; of Mr. O’Neill’s singing, 
coming thin at first after Mr. Montgomery's 
full tones, but afterwards attuning nicely 
with Miss Doyle’s soprano; of Mr. Glynn's 
“‘ model of a Major-General ” not so modern 
as in Gilbert’s ede of Mr. O’Farrell’s de- 
livery of the police-seryeant’s songs, and Mr, 
Comerford’s Samuel. Still, one returns to 
the chorus, not only for their singing, having 
good scope in this opera, but also for their 
stage bearing, with no trace of awkwardness 
or amateurishness. 

And, again, praise comes for Mr. Collard 
and Mr. Weaving, the producers, under 
— all that good work has been put in 
order.

The Attorney-General. 


The inability of the Solicitor-General ‘to 
secure a seat in Parliament has thrown a 
severe strain upon the Attorney-General, 
and, though Sir Patrick Hastings was at 
Westminster for a little while yesterday, 
he has not yet resumed his regular work 
after his bad attack of influenza. He 
spent the Easter recess in France, and 
may return there for a brief rest as soon 
as he can be spared. The Government is 
severely handicapped by the absence of the 
Atherney.Genetal the Solicitor-General, 
and the Lord Advocate from Parliament, 
and it is expected that Sir H. Slesser will 
stand for the first reasonably safe con- 
stituency in which a vacancy occurs,’ 


Young Commanists. 


It is to be hoped that Mr. H. E. Blain, 
the new principal agent of the Conserva. 
tive Party, will continue to devote atten- 
tion to the juvenile societies connected 
with the movement. The Communists are 
making strenuous efforts to influence the 
course of politics in twenty years’ time. 
The Children’s Communist Organisation is 
an active body, bent upon increasing its 
membership. During the May Day de- 
monstrations in London at least one 
juvenile speaker addressed a meeting 
under the hanner of this organisation. No 
other political party specialises in catch- 
ing its members at so early an age as the 
Communists; but it is satisfactory to 
observe signs of greater activity in such 
societies as the junior branch of the 
Primrose League. The time is ripe for the 
Conservatives to increase their efforts to 
counter the campaign of the Communists 
in this direction. 

Nottingham Lace. 


The Queen, who has taken a very keen 
interest in the efforts of the Nottingham 
lace manufacturers to popularise their 
goods, has decided to wear a cream- 
coloured lace dress at one of the Court 
functions in the near future. This deci- 
sion means much to the industry; for, 
with such an example, it is probable that 
lace will at once resume its place as 4 
fashion. The Queen greatly admires the 
material, and has had a number of 
patterns sent to enable her to make 4 
choice. Many dresses have been made 
recently in soft colours, but the Queen 
prefers the natural cream colour. If we 
should have « fine, warm summer, lace 
will become a very popular wear for out- 
door functions. 


A Royal Visit. 


The King and Queen of Italy, who will 
arrive in London on a State visit this 
month, are to be accompanied by the 
Prince of Piedmont and the Princess 
Mafalda, and it is said in Court circles 
that the King intends to invest the Prince 
with the Order of the Garter during his 
stay in London.

Mk. O'HIGGINS ON 


ARTICLE TWELVE. 


Speaking at Howth, County Dublin, last night, Mr. O'Higgins, the Free State 
Minister for Home Affairs, and Vice-Presi dent of the Executive Council, said :— 


The issue of which I propose to speak to. Í 
night is sufficiently grave and affects vitally 
the mandate which I received from you in 
the recent general election. We who form 
the Executive Council which answers to Dail 
Eireann for general policy and administration 
here sought and received from the people an 
endorsement of our view that the country’s 
best interests lay in maintaining the Treat 
signed in London on the 6th Detember, 1921, 
by five Irish plenipotentiaries, and _ sub- 
sequently approved by Dail Eireann. 

What I have to say to-night will deal ex- 
clusively with that particular mandate. On 
another occasion [ should be glad to discuss 
with you matters of internal administration ; 
for the moment. the important international 
issue which is raised by the tone of certain 
English journajg must claim precedence. 

The time has at last arrived for putting 
into effective eperation the important condi- 
tion and proviso which attached to the right 
granted by the Treaty td the Northern 
Government and Parliament to exclusion from 
the jurisdiction of the Government of the Free 
State. The Government of Northern Ireland, 
having acted on portion of Article 12 of the’ 
Anglo-Irish Treaty, is now engaging in some- 
what vehement opposition to the condition 
and proviso under which that option of ex- 
clusion was conceded. 


** Bloodcurdling Threats.”" 


Interlarded with protestations of undying 
loyalty to Britain and her institutions are 
bloodcurdling threats of the consequences that 
are to follow any attempt to give effective 
operation to a Treaty signed by five British 

enipotentiaries and solemnly ratified by the 
British Parliament.

Since 1914 one has grown accustomed to this 
attitude on the part of the North-Eastern 
spokesmen, and the situation now would call 
for no particular comment were it not for 
the fact that certain influential British 
journals have come out baldly advocating a 
repudiation by Britain of solemn treaty 
obligations in response to this clamour. 

To a purely comic journal] like the Morning 
Post great latitude must be allowed. In these 
somewhat sombre times nothing which con- 
tributes to the merriment of nations should 
be lightly interfered with. 


Insidious Propaganda. 


When papers like the Daily Mail and The 
Times take up the running the position 
becomes somewhat different. In an article 
entitled “- England Stands by Ulster” in its 
issue of the Sth April the Daily Mail ad- 
vocates the breaking of the Anglo-Irish Treaty 
in respect of the proviso of Article 12. 

One remembers a time when a Continental 
people were to have their pockets searched 
and their rulers hanged in expiation of the 
same offence. 

The propaganda of 7’he T'imes is even more 

insidious. This eminently respectable journal 
does nothing so crude as to advocate non- 
compliance with the obligation to set sá a 
Boundary Commission. Perish the thought! 
It amply arrives at the same result by another 
road, 
The panacea of 7'he T'imes is to induce the 
Northern. Government to appoint a Commis- 
sioner by giving a hard and fast assurance 
that the Commission would confine itself to 
making a dinge here and a bulge there along 
the existing line, and would have no power 
whatever to draw a new boundary “in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the inhabitante.” — 


The 1914 Conference.

December, 1921, quite realised that the 
Boundary Commission must include in the 
Free State areas large enough to render such 
incidents impossible. 


Mr. Lloyd George. 


Mr. Lloyd George was at that time Prime 
Minister. He was Chairman of the British 
Delegation which negotiated the Treaty of 
Peace. I commend his view on the matter to 
the consideration of the Editor of 7'he T'imes, 
Speaking in the House of Commons on the 
14th of December, 1921 (a week after he 
signed the Treaty), Mr. Lloyd George said :— 

“There is no doubt, certainly since the 
Act of 1920, that the majority of the people 
of two counties prefer being with their Southern 
neighbours to being in the Northern Parlia- 
ment. Take it either by constituencies or by 
poet law unions, or, if you like, by counting 

eads, and you will find that the majority 
in these two counties prefer to be with their 
Southern neighbonrs, ‘hat does that mean? 
If Ulster is to remain a separate community 
you cap only by means of coercion kepp 
them there, and although I am against the 
coercion of Ulster I do not believe in Ulster 
coercing other nnits. Apart from that, would 
it be an advantage to Ulster? There is no 
doubt it would give her trouble. The trouble 
which we have had in the South the North 
would have on a smaller scale, but the strain 
in proportion on her resources would be just 
as great as the strain on ours. It would 
be a trouble at her own door, a trouble 
which would complicate the whole of her 
machinery and take away her mind from 
onlin: She wants to construct, she wants 
to build up a good Government, a model 
Government, and she cannot do so as long 
as she has got a trouble like this on her 
threshold; nay, inside her door.” 

Twice since the Treaty Tyrone and Fer- 
managh have verified Mr. Lloyd George s 
view of “ the wishes of the ‘inhabitants.’’ 
Since then there have been two Parliamentary 
elections fought on this very issue. In both 
of these elections the supporters of union 
with the Free State had majorities of over 


six thousand. 


No Cause for Misgivings. 


It is worth while glancing at another aspect 
raised by Mr. Lloyd George’s speech. He 
sugges that it would be a trouble to the 
Northern Government and a strain on its re- 
sources to hold two unwilling counties within 
its jurisdiction. —“ Only by coercion can you 
keep them there.” 

The twenty-six counties presently within 
the jurisdiction of the Free State are policed 
by five thousand unarmed Civic Guard «nd 
one thousand unarmed Dublin Metropolitan 
Police. Forty-five thousand armed Specials 
are employed by the Northern Government 
within its present jurisdiction of six counties. 

I have referred to the efforts of a section 
of the British Press to induce England to dis- 
honour her bond, or to allow her bond to be 
dishonoured by a subordinate Parliament. It 
is right that I should say this. Since we 
have been appointed to office here by the 
representatives of the people we have met 
three British Governments and fou: British 
Prime Ministers, and from no one of those 
Governments or Prime Ministers have we 
had any cause for misgiving; any cause for 
doubt that the Treaty il be honoured in 
the spirit and in €he letter. This is as true 
with regard to the late Mr. Bonar Law and 
Mr. Baldwin, as it is to-day of Mr Ramsay 
Macdonald. 


In the Bond. 


Sir James Craig, in a recent utterance, re- 
ferred to us as Shylock grasping for the last 
square yard of territory “it is in the 
bond.” I agree that we are now standing on 
the bond, and on a icular Article of the 
bond, which, after all, is the Article of Sir 
James Craig’s choice.

That, said Sir James, Craig will be the 
beginning of my few remarks to-day, and it 
will be the end.

IN INTENSIVE FORM. 

The question of the Bourdary has been 
renewed again in its intensive ye after 
having rested in abeyance for three years. <As 
13 usual with matters of vast importance 
which have lain in abeyance for a long time, 
there is a sort of scramble and hurry, and 
beating up of everything and constant rush- 
ing, as though something absolutely necessary 
was propelling those who had waited and 
thought so long into a rash and sudden de- 
termination.

AN IMPOSSIBLE REQUEST. 

Southern Ireland has appointed a represen- 
tative some little time ago. The British Go- 
vernment have announced their intention of 
appointing a Chairman. I have received an 
official intimation from the British Govern- 
ment, asking me to appoint a representative 
from Northern Ireland. My answer will be in 
accordance with the policy of the Northern 
Government throughout. That is—that it is 
impossible to accede to any such request. 
(Cheers.) I would ask lawyers, especially, 
having carried out the letter of the Treaty, 
what is meant by ‘‘ the spirit of the Treaty?’’ 
I hold that I have already placed the true and 
ae interpretation on the spirit of the 

reaty. The spirit of the Treaty can onl 
be carried out in the way I have indicated. 
That is, in the hearts of the people, comin 
together, and agreeing that such and suc 
shall be the boundary between North and 
South. (Cheers.) That is where we stand 
at the present time. He had no hesitation in 
using an expression often indulged in at West- 
minster.

Griffin and Guard Mullen, of Carrick-on-Suir, 
Pwere on special duty in the townland of 
Oregg, on the Co, Kilkenny border, about a 
mile and a half from Carrick-on-Suir, They 
proceeded to an unoccupied house belonging to 
a man named Dwyer, of Cregg. 

“ Having knocked at the door of the house, 
suddenly and without any warning, three or 
four shots rang out. Sergeant Griffin was 
seriously wounded in the abdomen, and 
Sergeant Mullen was seo sos | wounded in the 
chest and back oí the head, 

‘“‘Inspector Feeny, of Clonmel, proceeded 
with a party of military to the scene, and 
the woun men were brought to Clonmel 
Hospital. Sergeant Griffin is unconscious, 
and there is very little hope for his recovery. 
Guard Mullen is semi-conscious, but is also 
in danger of death. 

“On the previous day Guard Collins, of 
Carrick-on-Suir, was on patrol in the neigh- 
bourhodd of that town when he met a man 
named Dwyer, of Cregg, cycling on the 
footpath. He called on him to get off the 
footpath, but Dwyer cycled on. 

**'When the Guard was returning off patrol 
he again met Dwyer, who was this time 
cycling in the centre of the road. After he 
had passed Guard Collins Dwyer pulled out a 
revolver and fired at the Guard, but failed 
to hit him.

The figures in regard to the trade in those 
articles which come under the new taxation 
proposals are of particular interest. 

During February the Free State imported

£167,661, whereas in January the amount was 
only £127,869—an increase of £37,792. 

The February figures for SUGAR were 
£213,820, while for January they were 
£191,838—an increase of £21,881. Con- 
FECTIONERY shows £37,495 for February and 
£21,259 for January—an increase of £16,236. 
TINNED FRUIT, JAMS, AND PRESERVED ÉFRUITS 
were imported to the value of £34,515 in Feb- 
ruary, and £24,187 in January, an increase of 
£10,127. Taste Waters for February were 
£4,001, and for January £3,756, an increase 
of £265.

CHOCOLATE were £352,082 for February, and 
£19,118 for January, an increase of £12,964. 
For Corrzz they were £9,940 in February, 
and £5,387 in January, an increase of £4,554. 
The imports of Moror Cars of various kinds 
and their Parts came to £145,558 in February 
and £130,346 in January, an increase of 
£15,212. 

Analysis of the total trade figures for the 
two months of January and February dis- 
close a remarkable fact. The total imports 
of the Free State from all countries amount 
to £10,015,606, of which no les than 
£8,673,111 come from British countries. 

Her total exports and nmre-exports are 
£7,661,632, of which £7,596,325 go to British 
countries. Apart from British countries, 
therefore, the Tres State’s total imports are 
only £1,342,495, or twelve per cent. of the 
whole, while her exports to other countries 
amount to £65,507, or less than one per cent. 
of the whole. á

Among the exports of Free State produce 
and manufacture for the-two months we notice 
that in January we exported b5 to Italy 
to the total ae fh of £73, while in February 
they amounted to £5. In January we sent 
£12 worth to Portugal, and in February £5 
worth to Spain. 

With France our trade was rather better. 
We imported during the two months £54,000 
worth, and exported goods to the value of 
about £2,000. 

Countries from which we imported goods 
without sending anything whatever in return 
include Rumania, Sweden, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Latvia, Algeria, Switzerland and Austria;

DUBLIN CONTRACTS.

“ UNFAIR COMPETITION.” 


Writing under the above heading yesterday, 

a Dublin firm says :—'' In tendering to-day for 
the contract for a certain class of article 
manufactured in Dublin we were confronted 
with the fact that a charitable institution in 
this city was our competitor, and prices were 
quoted which it was impossible for us to com- 
te against, since no value is set on labour 
in that institution, whereas in our prices the 
cost of labour is a very important factor. 
Although the contract was not a very exten- 
sive one, we have worked out the probable 
loss to the workers concerned, which roughly 
amounts to £35 per week each for twenty-five 
workers during a period of six months—in 
other words, practically £2,000 dead loss to 
the workers in this industry, with its con- 
sequent hardships from unemployment, 
together with loss of rates and taxes.”’ 
“We have made inquiries,’ adds the 
letter, “and find that competition in many 
other lines by various charitable institutions 
is a feature of Irish trading, and although in 
the individual case it may not amount to a 
large sum, yet in the bulk it undoubtedly 
totals a very considerable amount, and con- 
stitutes a real hardship and loss to the manu- 
facturers and workers engaged in these in- 
dustries. We understand that these institu- 
tions pay neither rates nor taxes, are sup- 
orted by State aid and voluntary contribu- 
ons, and their competition in the industrial 
ife of the community is, we consider, unfair.

GERMAN ELECTIONS. 


The Times observes in a leading article — 
Any apprehension which may have been 
entertained of the effect of the German 
elections in France must be greatly lessened, 
if not entirely dispelled, by the first com- 
ments on the results. The tone, both in 
official circles and the Paris Press, is emi- 
nently sober and restrained. No pretence is 
made to underrate their significance or to 
conceal the disappointment which the success 
of the extreme parties of the Right and of 
the Left has naturally aroused. Pretence of 
the kind could not, indeed, have deceived 
anybody, and must have caused the sus- 
picion that it was insincere. It was the 
plain interest of France, as it was her 
earnest desire, that the German people 
should have recognised the wisdom and 
even the imperious necessity of returning a 
majority willing to accept the Experts’ re- 
port, and large enough to give their accept- 
ance practical effect by making the indis- 
pensable changes in the Constitution. The 
disappointment may be more acute in France 
than it is here, and may be tinged with a 
deeper shade of anxiety, but in Paris, no 
more than in London, does it approach to 
dismay. 

French opinion, our Paris Correspondent 
tells us, refuses to consider the increased 
strength of the Nationalists, the Land Union 
and the Freedom Party on the one hand, and. 
of the Communists on the other, as necessarily 
involving the rejection of the report. In 
official circles it seems even to be believed 
that the report will be accepted as a whole, 
though stubborn obstruction is expected in 
detail should efforts be made to carry it out.

IRISH BOUNDARIES.

LORD DANESFORT’S OPINION. 


Lord Danesfort writes, in the course of a 
long letter to The Times:—There is one 
aspect of the Ulster boundary question which 
has hitherto received insufficient attention. 
It affects the right of the Free State to 
raise this question at all under existing 
circumstances. By Article 5 of the Treaty 
the Irish Free State bound themselves to 
assume liability for a proper proportion of the 
service of the public debt of the United 
Kingdom and of the war pensions. Ulster 
has paid its full authorised contributions to 
the Imperial revenue under the Act of 1920. 
Up to the present time, the Free State have 
not contributed one shilling towards the dis- 
charge of their liabilities under Article 12. 
The Free State is, therefore, in the position 
of a defaulting debtor, and while 
still in default seeks the aid of 
the British Government to enforce an advan- 
tage for itself under the Treaty. It is to be 
noted that under Article 5 the amount payable 
by the Free State was, failing agreement, to 
be fixed by arbitration. The Free State in- 
sists on an arbitration under Article 12 about 
the boundary question, with all its attendant 
grave perils. Why does not the British Go- 
vernment, in the interests of the sorely- 
harassed British . taxpayer, insist on an 
arbitration under Article 5, with a view to en- 
forcing on the Free State payment of their 
just habilities? 

But there is another aspect of the question. 
During the debates on the Treaty, in 1921 and 
1922, the members of His Majesty’s then 
Government asserted in effect: that their in- 
tention in framing Article 12 was not to leave 
it open to the Boundary Commission to trans- 
fer considerable areas of the Ulster six 
counties to the Free State, but only 
to| make minor adjustments of the 
areas on the boundary. It was upon these 
assurances that Parliament assented to the 
Treaty. The Free State Government have 
contended, and still appear to contend, that, 
according to the true interpretation of Article 
12, it is open to them to claim the transfer 
to the Free State of the Counties of Fer- 
managh and Tyrone, portions of Armagh and 
Down, and the towns of Londonderry and 
Enniskillen. 

In view of these two diametrically opposed 
views, Lord Danesfort recalls passages from 
speeches in Parliament, and then proceeds :— 
What is Ulster now asked to do? She is 
asked, although in no way bound to do so, 
to appoint a Commissioner to enable the 
Boundary Commission to operate, without any 
guarantee whatever that the iterpretation 

laced by the British Government on Article 
2-is the true one. She is asked to incur 
the desperate risk that the Chairman of the 
Commission might accept the Free State 1n- 
terpretation of Article 12: H the Free State 
Government are now willing to assent to the 
British Government’s . interpretation, there 
would, I conceive, be little difficulty in arriv- 
ing at an amicable settlement. If, however, 
the Free State insist on their own interpre- 
tation and the present British Government 
leave the question still open, the effect will 
be to make the late Government guilty of 
a flagrant violation of the Act of 1920, which 
gave Ulster the whole of the six counties, 
and of their solemn pledges in 1921, that 
thers would be no coercion of Ulster and that 
the existing rights and privileges of Northern 
Ireland would not be abrogated, and their 
rights would not be compromised without 
their consent. I cannot believe that the 
resent Government would lend themselves to 
orcing so grave a breach of faith on the 
members of the late Government, and, let 
me add, on the members of the House of 
Commons.

A financial resolution which was proposed 
by Mr. Blythe in the Dail yesterday, 
gave the members an opportunity to 
discuss the Budget statement. 

With one or two exceptions all the 
speakers approved the proposal te 
raise protective tariffs in order to 
stimulate home industry. Mr. Sean 
Milroy suggested that the proposal 
was not wide enough, while members 
of the Farmers’ Perty asserted that 
special consideration should be given 
to the needs of agriculture, 

Some of the new taxes, notably that on 
sugar confectionery, came im for sharp 
criticism. Mr. Johnson pointed out 
that the duty on a case of tinned 
fruit valued at £29 12s. 4d. would 
be £12 6s. 6d. at the new rate, com- 
pared with £1 Os. -3d. at the old rate. 

. Blythe explained that one reason why 
the rate of taxation was higher in the 
Free State than in Great Britain was 
that there was a vast difference in 
the amounts which the taxes yielded 
per head of the population in the two 
countries.

HIGH TAXES AND POOR YIELD, 


Mr. Ernest Blythe (Minister for Finance) 
moved Financial Motion No. 19: ‘‘ That it is 
expedient to amend the law relating to 
Customs and Inland Revenue (including Ex- 
cise), and to make further provision in connec- 
tion with Finance.” i 

He said that before the Dail discussed the 
motion he would like to draw attention to 
one or two matters. People had expressed 
themselves on the point that it was not 
possib-3 to give a remission of taxation such 
as was given in a neighbouring country, and 
people felt that it was a great hardship that 
they had higher taxation here than now 
existed in Great Britain or in Northern Ire- 
land. He would like to point out to deputies 
that the Free State was a very poor country, 
and consequently could not afford high taxa- 
tion. On the other hand, the very poornesss 
of the country itself, in certain things, led to 
higher rates. ' 

The British rates of taxation were nearly 
all lower than the rates in the Free State. 
The British had lower beer duty, lower income 
tax, lower tea duty, lower sugar duty, lower 
duty on cocoa and cofiee; and, in spite of 
that, the yield of taxation wag very much 
higher in Great Britain than in the Free 
State. The yield of British taxation—he was 
including Northern Ireland--was £15 11s. Od, 
per head of the population, while the yield of 
the Saorstat’s higher taxes was only £6 15s. Od. 
per head. 

The Customs duties gave about the same 
yield. In the Saorstat 1t was £2 6s. ód. per 
head; in Great Britain, it was £2 6s. Od. The 
beer duty in Britain was £1 per barrel lower 
than the beer duty in the Saorstat. If tu 
were to rc uce the beer duty to the Englis 
level, it would cost about three-quarters of a 
million a year in revenue. In Great. Britain 
the yield from Excise duties was £5 1s. Od. 
per head : the yield here was £2 6s. Od. 


- DIRECT TAXATION. 


Then there was a great difference in direct 
taxation. He would like to say that it was 
not direct taxation that indicated precisely 
the capacity of the taxes in the two 
countries, but it was certainly a ey 
guide. In all the direct duties, the 
yield in Great Britain was very much 
higher than here. Estate duties in Britain 
were £1 6s. per head. In the Saorstat they 
were only 5s. 6d. 
head in Great Britain; they yielded ós. 6d. 
per head in the Saorstat. Income tax yielded 
£6 1s. per head in Great Britain. It yielded 
£1 7s. 6d. for the Saorstat, although. the 
Saorstat tax was 6d. in the £ higher. Super- 
tax in England yielded £1 8s. per head; im 
the Saorstat it yielded 2s. 6d. per head. Cor- 
poration profits tax in Great Britain (naw 
abolished) gave 9s. per head of the population ; 
in Ireland it gave ls. ód. ' 

Those figures should indicate to Deputies 
that the taxation problems before the two 
Governments were very different. The 
British taxes yielded, as he seid, £15 lis. a 
head of the population to carry on the affairs 
of State. In the Saorstat the yield was £6 
15s. Was it possible for them to do the 
things, perhaps wholly desirable, the social 
things, that the British could do? The fact 
that the Free State yield was lower was 
essentially due to the fact that there was not 
the accumulation of wealth in ireland that 
there was in Great Britain. It was not to 
be argued that, because they had a lower 
yield, that they ought further to raise the 
rates of taxation, and spend in proportion to 
the revenue which they could get because 
nearly all those taxes gave less yield than 
in Great Britain. 

It was clear that they were taxed up to the 
limit, and that they should pursue a policy 
of economy in their administration. Their 
task was not to spend on the British scale, 
and try to wring from a poorer country in- 
comes on the British scale; it was to live 
within their means, and to try to. develop 
the country, so that with their present rates 
or lower rates they would get a better yield 
of taxation: 

It was very clear to him that the country 
would not be well served by their merely 
continuing to go along the lines of taxation 
and fiscal arrangements that were suitable in 
Great Britain. It was essential that they 
should look clearly on their own problems 
from an Irish point of view, and endeavour 
to adjust their system in such a way that 
they would stimulate the production of wealth, 
so that they might he able to undertake

MAGISTRATE REFUSES

No juror would have any respect for a 
man who attempted to barter his 15} years 
old daughter for £800, declared Mkr.: 1. A. 
Finlay, Wistrict Justice, at Athlone District 
Court yesterday, in refusing informations 
against two young men named Joseph Duggan 
gud James Mooney, Kiltoom, Co. Roscommon, 
who were charged with abducting Mary Kate 
Ward, a girl under sixteen years of age, on 
20th April last. , 

Bernard ,Ward, Kildurney, the father of 
the girl, stated that his daughter accompanied 
him to Mass at Curraghboy Chapel on Easter 
Sinday. She went into the chapel with her 
aunt and a young man, and he did not sew 
her afterwards. He searched the counts 
for several days, but failed to find her, and, 
becoming uneasy, he reported the matter to 
the Civic Guards. The latter procured a 
search warrant and searched the house of 


- James Kilclines, near Athleague, where his 


doughter was found. 

Replying to Mr. Murtagh, who appeared for 
the accused, the witness said that his daughter 
was going to be married. 

‘‘\Who were you marrying or selling this 15} 
years girl to!” asked Mr. Murtagh, 

: ‘NOT SELLING THE GIRL.” 

The witness said he was not selling the girl. 
She was to be married to a man named 
Michael Colleran, but. the date of the wedding 
had not been fixed. 

“ What age is Colleran?’’ asked Mr. Mur- 
tagh. 

a Something about thirty-three,’’ the wit- 
ness replied. 

Further questioned, the witness denied that 
he was forcing his daughter into the marriage. 
She had consented, and Colleran was giving 
£500, and was bringing £200 or £300 worth 
of stock to stock her uncle s farm. 

Asked if the girl had threatened to take 
her life, as she was so much opposed to the 
marriage, the witness said that he knew 
nothing about that. When she disappeared 
it never occurred to him that she had taken 
her life. Colleran, who had paid the £500, 
demanded his money back. 

Answering Superintendent Glynn, the wit- 
ness said that Colleran had not been paying 
attention to his daughter, and he did not 
know if any other person was doing so. 

Evidence of the arrest of the accused was 
given by Sergeant Caulfield. Duggan stated, 
when charged with abducting the girl, that 
he did it to save her life, as she had written 
him stating that her father and mother were 
insisting on her marrying a man she did not 
vant to marry, and asking him to meet her 
at Curraghboy Chapel on Easter Sunday. if 
he did not meet her she said she would do 
away with herself. 

In refusing informations, the District Jus- 
tice said it would be waste of public money 
to send the case for trial, as nu juror would 
have any respect for a man who attempted to 
barter his 15} years old. daughter for LW. 
It was evident that as a result of the restraint 
which she had been under she had given her 
consent to the marriage, but a girl of her 
age could not make up her mind on such a 
vital matter, and she was certainly at that 
ace not a fit subject for marriage. 

The accused were then discharged. 


RELIGION OF COUNTY 
DOWN CHILDREN. 


DECISION OF HOUSE OF LORDS 

The House of Lords yesterday, without call- 
ing on counsel for the respondent, dismissed 
the appeal of Brigid Ward, Bangor, arising 
out of her claim fot the custody of her three 
grandnieces, who, she said, would be in 
danger of Josing their Roman Catholic faith 
if brought up by their maternal grand- 
parents, Alex. Laverty and Margaret Laverty, 
Belfast. 

The father. Matthew Joseph. Ward, a 
Roman Catholic, married Elizabeth Laverty, 
who had been baptised and brought up a 
Presbyterian, but who was received into the 
Roman Catholic Church some time prior to 
her marriage. Three children, now aged 12, 
7 and 5 years, were born of the marriage, 
and were baptised as Roman Catholics. 
Owing, it was said, to the conduct of the 
father, the mother had to leave her husband, 
and taking her children with her, she went 
to reside with her parents, with whom she 
lived until her death in 1923. From June, 
1920, the eldest child attended a Protestant 
National school and Services in a Presbyterian 
church, and was now said to have acquired a 
definite attachment to the Presbyterian faith. 
In October, 1920, the father died, and bv his 
will left his property to his three children. 
He appointed the mother trustee, and ex- 
pressed the wish that the children should be 
brought up in the Catholic faith. The Lord 
Chief Justice of Northern Ireland. gave the 
grandparents custody of the elder child, but 
in the case of the two infants directed that 
the father’s wishes should be. followed. The 
Court of Appeal of Northern Ireland decided 
that all three grandchildren should remain 
with their grandparents Thereupon the case 
was taken to the House of Lords. 

Viscount Cave, in moving that the appeal 


should be dismissed, reviewed the facts in the 


case, and said that the law was well settled, 
and, indeed, was not contested by counsel. 
Upon the question of the religion in which a 
young child was to be brought uv, the wishes 
of the father were to be considered. and if 
there was no other matter to be taken into 
account, then, according to the practice of the 
courts, the wishes of the father prevails. 
But that rule was subject to the condition 
that. the wishes of the father only prevailed 
if they “were not displaced by considerations 
relating +o the welfare of the children them- 
selves. It was the welfare of the children 
which, according to the rules which were 
now well accepted, formed the governing 
considerafion in these cases.

GLENDINNING CASE. 


IMMEDIATE INVESTIGATION 
BY WAR OFFICE. 

Lord Henry Cavendish-Bentinck, in the 
House of Commons. yesterday, asked the 
Secretary of State for War whether he could 
explain why Lieutenant-C. H. Glendinning, 
órd Battalion Royal Irish Rifles, who was 
detained as an alleged mental case at the 
Station Hospital, Cawnpore, during Septem- 
ber,‘ 1917;- was permitted to retain in his 
possession a sporting gun, a revolver, and 
ammunition, and to leave the hospital to go 
out shooting in the jungle; and if he was 
aware that this officer was placed in hos- 
pital without being examined by any medical 
officer. 

Mr. Walsh replied:—With regard to the 
first part of the question, I have at present 
no information before me. With regard to 
the latter part, 1 understand from Lieutenant 
Glendinning’s own account that he was 
ordered to hospital by the senior medical 
officer after examination. As 1 informed the 
hon. member for Dartford on the 4th March 
last, the Army Council are awaiting the re- 
port of the Government of India before in- 
vestigating the ease in accordance with the 
procedure laid down in Section 42 of the 
Army Act for dealing with the complaint of 
any officer who considers himself wronged. 
I understand that the report in question has 
just beén received by the India Office and 
is being communicated to the War Office. 

Mr. Lansbury asked for an assurance that 
there would be no undue delay in settling the 
matter. 

Mr. Walsh replied that he thought the 
report had reached the War Office that morn- 
ing. He proposed to investigate the matter 
himself as quickly as possible.

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NORTHERN TRIBUTE TO “ MEN

CORDIAL WELCOME

An entlusiastic welcome marked — the 
arrival at Westland Row yesterday of the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police athletic team with 
the City of Hull Tramways Challenge Cup for 
the tug-of-war championship of the world, as 
well as various other cups.

E. Murphy, Chief Commissioner of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police; Mr, J. J. Keane, Colonel 
Broye, Secretary to the Dublin Metropolitan 
Vohce Commissioners, and Colonel David 
Neligan, Chief Superintendent of the Detec- 
tive Branch. A posse of the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police, specially picked, and with a 
number of constables in uniform who were 
off duty; were drawn up on the platform, to- 
gether with the Police Band. 

The brakes, preceded by the band and 
followed by the posse, drove up Brunswick 
street, D'Olier street, Westmoreland street, 
College Green and Dame street to Dublin 
Castle. In the courtyard the two brakes 
stopped within a hollow square formed by the 
escorting policemen. They were received by 
Major-General Murphy, the Lord Mayor and 
Mr. J. J. Keane. 

General Murphy, addressing the men, said 
that it was a proud moment for him to be 
able to welcome back a team which had 
managed to win the tug-of-war championship 
of the world, and he congratulated them on 
their magnificent victory over the best teams 
in existence.

ACCUSED MAN REMANDED. 

The little Police Court at Hailsham was 
crowded when, late yesterday afternoon, 
Patrick Mahon was brought before the magis- 
trates, charged with the -wilful murder of 
Emily Beilby Kaye, aged 29, at Langnay, 
near Eastbourne, on or about April 15th. 

Mahon is a tall, handsome man, with 
brown curly hair, turning grey, and blue eyes. 
His thin face twitched nervously as he 
glanced around the court on entering the 
dock. 

Police Superintendent Sinclair stated that 
he received the accused into custody on 
Monday at Hailsham from Chief Inspector 
Savage, of Scotland Yard. On being 
charged, the accused said—‘‘I have already 
made a statement, and it was not murder, as 
my statement clearly shows. ”

The accused, who said that he had no com- 
ment to make, was then remanded until the 
morning of 15th May. 


KILLED BY TRAIN. 
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INQUEST ON DUBLIN RAILWAY 
EMPLOYE. 

A verdict of accidental death was returned 
at an inquest in Dublin yesterday on John 
Moore, 25, a fireman employed by the Dublin 
and South-Eastern Railway Company, who 
was killed on Saturday night last at Tara street 
railway station by being crushed by a train. 

From the evidence of witnesses, it appeared 
that Moore rode on the footplate of a train 
from Amiens street Station to Tara street, 
where he stepped off. As he was walking 
along the platform, close to the carriages, a 
porter happened to strike slightly against him, 
and he stumbled, falling between the foot- 
board of the train and the platform. The 
driver of tho train, on seeing him fall, im- 
mediately applied the brakes. Moore was 
lifted from the line, and within seventeen 
minutes was in Jervis Street Hospital. 

An official of the railway company said that 
the deceased had no permission that night to 
ride on the footplate, and was off duty at the 
time. He had been eight years in the service 
of the railway company, and was a good 
workman. , 

Medical evidence showed that the deceased 
was dead on admission to the hospital. The 
right leg was fractured and the left was 
severely injured. There were several con- 
tusions about the body. Death was due to 
shock and hemorrhage, caused by extensive 
injuries. 

The jury, in recording a verdict of acci- 
dental death, sympathised with the relatives 
of the deceased, and recommended them to 
the kind consideration of the railway company.

£2,950 COMPENSATION FOR 
WIDOW AND CHILDREN. 


In the Belfast Claims Court, yesterday, 
Mrs. Gertrude E. Leech, 11 Newington 
avenue,’ Belfast, claimed £10,000 compensa- 
tion in respect of the murder of her husband, 
Mr. Nelson Leech, on the 7th March last.

The Recorder of Belfast yesterday awarded 
£100 compensation on a claim by John

way. This programme consisted of re-railing 
a large portion of the line, acquiring new and 
powerful locomotives, and considerably in- 
creasing the company’s rolling stock by send- 
ing out modern passenger coaches with dining 
facilities and an adequate number of freight 
cars, Other improvements, including in- 
creased warehouse space and additions to 
workshops and machinery, were being made 
at the company’s shipping ports. It was with 
this end in view that the directors had set 
aside £100,000 towards the cost of improve- 
ments. ‘lhe report was unanimously adopted.
